L f 'H E Springineſs and retentive Faculty of the mucous 
14 Olands in the Urethra of healthy ſound Perions con- 
fiſting in their Strength and Power of either dilating or 
contracting their Orifices or Oft lela, (as in the foregoing 
Chapter has been ſhewed) by which Power of retaining 
or letting out the viſcqus ſlimy Moifture they contain, they 
_ diſcharge juſt ſo much and no more of it, than is juſt ne- 
ceſſary for the lubricating and beſmearing the Paſſage: - 
It muſt of Neceſſity Yellow, that when theſe Glands are, 
dy a violent and unnatural Straining and Forceing of them 
by the vicious Habit of Self. Deflement, to weakened as to 
become limber, flaccid, flabby, and looſe, they muſt be de- 
prived of this retentive Power or Faculty alſo. © © 
Inſomuch that altho theſe Glands in healthy ſound 
Perſons, are naturally by tn. and Strong, as to dif- 
charge and let out into the Urethra, juſt ſo much and no 
mare of the flin:y Liquor deſigned by Nature to beſmear, 
and as it were ro Cover over the whole Tube or Paſſage, 
and thereby defend it from the Sharpneſs of the Urine: 
Fet in Perſons who have a Gleet or other ſuch Weakneſs 
upon them from this vicious Practice, the Caſe is not ſo: 
For the Of ifices or Oftiola of theſe Glands in theſe Per. 
ſons are ſo weakened and relaxed by the Violence, and 
repeated Unnatural Forceing of them, as to be in 4 
Manger always open, by which Means the mucous Liquor 
they contain, is continually ſlipping out of them into the 
Urethra; the Openings of theſe Glands not having Sprin- 
gineſs, nor Strength left to contract themſelves, and 
thereby tè keep it in, as formerly they could. . 
By which Means the contained Liquor involuntarily 
and continually: comes out into the Urethra, and by ſuc- 
ceflive Quanti ties of it puſbing one atreranorher, thus drips 
and owzes away In voluntarily from the Bod. 
The Difficulty then that now remains, is to conceive 
how ſuch very ſmall Glands and their Orifices can furniſh 
ſuck a Quantity of Matter, as is daily experienced to flow 
away in ſome Gleets, and how the mucous Liquor which 
- narurally is diſcharged our of theſe Glands into the Ure- 
thra in: healthy Perſons, ſhould be increaſed to ſuch a De- 
who have a Gleet. 10 
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To Clear this Matter, it cannot but be allow'd, hae 
theſe mucous Glands, as little as they are, may natu fa. 
ly diſcharge into the Urethra for its Lubrication as much {i 
of this Liquor in one Minute as may weigh at leaſt: 11 
quarter. of a Grain: This in an Hour will be 15 Grains, ʃ 
or a quarter of a Dram: In 24 Hours, or a Natural Day, 
it will amount. to 6 Drams, which is 3 Quarters of an 1. 
Ounce ; a Quantity ſufficient in all Reaſon to give that - 
Unealineſs to the Ferſon, as well as Wetneſs to the Lin- 
nen, which is uſually experienced by thoſe under the un- 
comfortable Circumſtances of a Gleet upon them. ' © - 

If you ask, how theſe Glands in the Urethra can dif. 
charge ſo great a Quantity of Fluid, in the Time of a 
Gli, above what they do in their narural State. 
The Anſwer is, that it is manifeſt from the Animal 
OEconomy, that if any Gland or excretory Duct be weak- 
ened, and” deprived of its retentive Faculty, the Quantity 
of Liquor that*it diſcharges by Reaſon of that Weakneſs, 
is conſiderably augmented in Proportion to the Degree of Vi 
Weakneſs with which theſe Glands or Dults are affected Wi 

Juſt as a little Powder of Spaniſh Flies apply'd any where, IM 
by breaking thro the Texture of the Outward Scarf. Skin, 
does ſo weaken the Glands as ſoon to excite a Bliſter, 
and by its thus weakening the Glands under the Scarf- 
Skin, makes them diſcharge, a Quantity of Matter im- 
menſly greater, than what would naturally flow away other= 
wiſe from. that Part by inſenfible ' Perſprration only. | 

Much in the ſame Manner, the Orifices of theſe Glands 
being weaken'd and relax'd by the Unnatural Forcing Acti- 
on of chis Sin, have thereby loſt their vetentive Faculty, 
and therefore cannot hold in the Liguor they contain, bur 
lets more of it ſlip away than the mere Lubrication of the 
Urethra requires, and therefore it continually is diſcharge. 
ing it ſelf by that Dripping commonly called a Gleet. 

Thus the true Origin and Cauſe of, not only thoſe parti. 
cular Gleets and Weakneſſes, which are the Conſequences 
of the vicious Practice of Self Defilement, but alſo of any

cent Cauſes, as will be hereafter ſhewed. 5
